WEDDING DRESS 


About half-past three in the morning the 
party of four set out on their race for life 
to Swift Current, 200 miles distant. 


They had got 5 miles away when the 
whiffletree broke. Applegarth had to 
walk two miles back to get a rail to make 
anew one ovt of. Then they flew on 
again, plunging and galloping through 
snow three feet deep, with the moonlight 
streaming overhead, 


Atdawn they saw six Indians in the 
distance, They bad now struek the trail, 
which they left agai strike inte 
coulees ee Se tae sate Se 
drove a Pay and towards nightfall caugh 
sight of the Indians again. This time 
they thought it was all up with them, 
The Indians were certainly following them 
and were possibly waiting till nighttall to 
kill them. All Applegarth could do was 
to tell his wife he would ask them to make 
short work of the business.. His wife and 
the little girl cried a little but kept up 
thei: courage well, 


They had no arms with them. Before 
leaving the house Applegarth had been 
searched by the squaws and his arms and 
money taken from him, The only defence 
the purty had against their pursuers was 
an axe, 


At 2 o'clock in the morning of Wednese 
day they rested for a couple of hours, 
The horses were nearly exhausted, But a 
little before morning they were put to 
gether again and driven on. When day 
light came there were no Indians in sight. 


| They crove on all Wednesday and at 


nightfall took another rest. Applegarth 


| never closed his eyes however. Sometime 


after midnight they went on and in the 
forenoon of Thursday they came up with 


4UDGE ROULEAU 


| who had Jeft Battleford the previous Sune 


day with his wife and child, Mrs. Rae, 
wife of the Indian Agent, a hired man, 
the two Parkers of Battietord, and a man 
named Foster, eight in all, This brought 
up the party to 12 persons. When the 
Judge left Battleford there was no trouble, 
although trouble was aprehended. Apple- 
garth’s report hurned up their movements 
considerably, Thirty miles from Swift 


Current they were overtaken by 


CONSTABLE STORER AND MR, SMART, 


Storer had jeft Battleford on Thursday 
and was the bearer of dispatches to Col. 
Herchimer, ‘The Battleford garrison be- 
lieved Herchimer was within a days march 
of Battleford Storer had piuekily volun- 
teered to go out and meet him and tell 
him of the events that had transpired. 
On his way he met Smart who was com- 
ing in with goods and the two journeyed 
south together. ‘They arrived at Swift 
Current on Monday morning and the 
majority of the party went east on Tues- 
day. 

Applegarth telegraphed to Hayter Reed, 
Assistent Indian Commissioner for instru- 
ctions and was told to go to Regina, but 
ov his replying that he wanted to go north 
aguin and settle accounts with the Indians, 


he was allowed his request. 


It may be of interest to know that the 
Indians who were bent on killing Apple- 
garth were those whose rations had 
been stopped by bin uatil they consented 
to work. 


‘This ended a flight which undoubtedly 
is only a cumple of many occurring in the 
north country now, aud which illustrates 
the unhappy plight of the settlers through: 
out all the disaffected region.
